At the hotels the candidates 
for nomination and their managers 
will be busy meeting and being at- 
tractive and pleasant to callers, par- 
ticularly delegates. At the executive 
office and Jn all the departments of 
the capital people were numerous and 
busy. But the center of Interest will 
be the long consultation room of the 
'department of the state board of con- 
trol on the cast side of the corridor 
In the north wing of the capltol. Here 
.contesting and contested delegations 
came anjicd with stacks of affidavits 
showing that they were the rightful 
delegates and that the other fellows 
come as pretenders or vice versa. 
On the determination of these con- 
tests 'by the state central committee1, 
If the prcceiluic of former republican 
state conventions Is followed, 
de- 


pends the question as to which of 
the. "bitterly opposed factions of the 
Wisconsin republican household shall 
absolutely control the convention to- 
morrow and shall name the ticket of 
state officers, formulate the platform, 
name the delegates to the 'national 
convention and select the republican 
•candidates for presidential 
electors

' Many Contests 'Developed 


At least eight counties send con- 
tests. These are Ashland, 
Brown, 
Eair Claire, Grant/ Dodge. Milwaukee, 
St. Crolx and Oconto. The contests 
from. Brown, Grant and St. 
Crolx 


counties come as the result of bolts 
by 
the 
antl-admlnlstratlon 
faction 


from the respective local conventions. 
Sc;iic of the contests were not. devel- 
oped through bolts In 
conventions, 


and In the matter of bolting the two 
factions arc on substantially 
even 


terms. From Dodge nn<l Hnu Claire 
counties each there comu two assem- 
bly district contests. From Milwau- 
kee county there come a score more 
or less contests, coming directly from 
the caunses ami not from onveiitlons, 
as In Milwaukee the ilclcgatcs to the 
state convention are elected In 
the 


caucuses rather than In comity or as- 
sembly district conventions. 


The state central committee met at 


9 o'clock and at that time the con- 
testants were expected to be ready 
with their proofs. As the convenience 
of the. county determines, each set 
of contesting delegates, with a rcpre 
scntatlvc for each side, WDH ailnilttc.il 
by the committee anil the fonts of 
the contest' laid -before the .commit 
Ice'. After the committee had heard 
•whatever representations the contest- 
ants had to make the delegates re- 
, tired and the committee In 
execu- 


tive session decided what adjustment 
will be made. 


May Contest Procedure 


• This haa been the proceedure here- 
tofore and It will be attempted by 
the administration faction. 
The op- 


position, however, docs not look with 
favor upon this plan and It IH ex- 
pected that an attempt will be made 
to seat In the preliminary organiza- 
tion all those delegates who come 
with the regular credentials signed 
by the ciistrjmary local officers of 
the paity.

the administration could manage It.

The Othe? Side 


If the opposition controls the con- 


vention It Is assured that Senators 
Spooner and Quarlus, together with 
Congressman liabcock or perhaps the 
two opposition candidates for gov- 
ernor, will be the delegates at large 
to the national convention. The talk 
at present Is largely regarding the 
prospects of the factions generally In 
controlling the convention, but. some 
speculation Is going about as to the 
selections 
the 
anti-administration 


men are apt to make for the state 
offices. Last night there was a rumor 
that gathered much headway to the 
effect that Mr. Cook would be the 
candidate of the opposition for gov- 
ernor. 
The explanation given for 


this was that the Cook

Admiral Kataoka, 
commander of the third squadron, re- 
turned then? on Sunday with n de- 
tachment of his squadron, protecting 
two flotillas of torpedo 'boats which 
had bnon detailed to complete sweep- 
ing the harbor 'by the removal ol 
mines. 


Strikes Submerged Mine.

exploded, and the work was being 
suspended for the day when the Ml- 
yako struck an undiscovered mine,

oughbreds. Thu'osslets on each were so 
big that they looked like a bunch of 
onions tied on the ankle.' Despite these 
drawbacks to speed both horses won a 
number of races. • It was marvelous 
how they ran with them.

Many of the most prominent out 


fielders In baseball today mid In tin 
past formerly were pitchers. 
Every 


outfielder on the Cincinnati team tixliij 
was once n pitcher, three of thnin. Sey- 
mour, Donlln and Dolan. having work- 
ed on the rubber In the big league, 
while Odwoll and Korwln were minor 
league twlrlers 'of some note before 
they finally took to the outfield for reg- 
ular work. 


Manager Kellcy of dl'nclnnntl Is an- 


other pitcher who developed Into an 
outfloldor, and one might go down the 
line of othor tennis and find any num- 
ber of players who gave up the work 
on the slab for the steadier and more 
lasting position of guardian of the out- 
er gardens. 


This evolution from the pitcher's box 


to a position In the outfield Is easily 
explained. In the Hods' dally practice, 
for Instance, there Is comparatively lit- 
tle work for the pitchers In their par- 
ticular line. Naturally they want as 
much work as the other members of 
the team, and so they turn to tho out- 
field for the necessary development to 
get them Into proper condition. 


Chasing fly balls and relaying throws 


from the other outfielders Into the dia- 
mond constitute n targe portion of all 
the pitchers' practice before they get 
their arms In sulllclentty good shape to 
allow iheni to work properly In the 
pitcher's box. 


Naturally any good work that they 


may do In the outfield In practice will 
bo noticed by the manager, and later, 
when the season is on, he will remem- 
ber the good fielding work of the spring 
In case be needs an outfielder In an 
emcrgancy, and the pitcher will be call- 
ed upon to do utility work. If he de- 
velops Into n good hitter, he will be 
played In the outlleld at every oppor- 
tunity, and eventually he will be called 
upon to forsake pitching entirely, bn 
cause he has developed Into n more 
valuable man as an outfielder.
